predicted the poverty legisla­

will clear their branch 
handily, perhaps Tuesday. 
The House plans to devote 
three days to the farm bill. The 
measure's 
managers 
re­ 
portedly are at work at some 
last-minute revisions designed 
to soften the opposition. 
The biggest floor battle on the 
antipoverty bill is expected over 
the right of governors to veto 
projects in their states. They 
have such a right under the 
presnet law passed In 1964. 
The House battle on the farm 
bill centers on a wheat provision 
recommended by Secretary of 
Agriculture Orville L. 
Free­ 
man. 
Opponents say the adminis­ 
tration proposal would lead to 
higher bread prices — a “bread 
tax." 
Sponsors of the bill say it 
would bring an increase of only 
seven-tenths of a cent in the 
cost of the wheat which goes 
into a loaf of bread. 
Backstage talk of a compro­ 
mise on the farm measure cen­ 
ters in broad outline on a plan 
which 
would raise the 
price 
level at which the government 
could resell surplus grain-- 
thereby curbing the competition 
the government poses to private 
grain dealers. 
The second part of the com­ 
promise would be retention in 
the main of the controversial 
wheat section. 
The bill also would extend the 
cotton, feed grains, wool and 
cropland adjustment programs.

THE POINTLESS FEAR 
Constitutional Amendment No. 1, allowing two 
consecutive 
term s for Missouri Governors, 
seems to have become almost non-controversial. 
Last N ovem ber’s rival candidates for Governor 
were for 
the 
idea, Republicans as well as 
Democrats are campaigning for it, and the State 
House and Senate votes for it were overwhelming. 
And yet. . . 
There is undoubtedly a residue of fear against 
the amendment. It is an ancient residue which 
should be cleared away at the special election 
Aug. 17. 
House Speaker Thomas D. Graham put this 
fear in te r m s of giving the Governor too much 
power, and of the need for diffusion of power 
among the three branches of government. One 
or two other legislators spoke of letting Gov­ 
ernors c re a te “ machines” during eight years in 
office. 
This sa m e fear explains the present consti­ 
tutional 
ban on consecutive term s for Gov­ 
ernors. The ban is 144 years old now. The 
reasons for it go back to post-colonial frontier 
democracy, which suspected executive authority 
and put its trust in Legislatures* 
Today the shoe is on the other foot. Recent 
Missouri history indicates that Governors have 
too little pow er, since they are lame ducks in 
the last half of their terms, and Legislatures 
have too much power, though it is so diffused 
among so many members and interests that it 
is a negative power indeed. It is the power to 
prevent rather than to produce action, to block 
rather than a s s is t executive leadership. 
Gov. H earnes has been able to achieve many 
legislative g oa ls, but his record does not dis­ 
prove the encumbrances of the one-term limit. 
He achieved this record before he reached lame- 
duck status, and with the help of the prospect 
that Amendment No* 1 would be passed to allow 
him to see k a second term. In this respect 
previous Governors were not so fortunate or 
effective. The most recent have all opposed the 
one-term lim it. 
In an ob jective study, the League of Women 
Voters of M issouri offers three sound reasons 
for supporting the amendment. The very first 
is to obtain “ a more reasonable balance of 
power 
betw een executive and 
legislative 
branches of government.” The second is to 
increase the effectiveness of gubernatorial lead­ 
ership and the continuity of legislative programs. 
The existing balance of power favors a Legisla­ 
ture elected from small districts and subject 
to special pi'et&urep and a piecem eal and tardy 
approach 
to needed legislation. The balance 
sought under the amendment would aid Governors 
elected by the whole state to advance and continue 
programs required by a modern state. 
As a third point, the League advocates the 
right of M issourians to decide whether a Gover­ 
nor should succeed himself. If it is unrealistic 
to think that a Governor could build himself 
some kind of dictatorship in eight years, it is 
preposterous to protect the people from bossism 
by telling them they do not have sense enough 
to reject G overnors who serve them ill. 
The fea r of two-term Governors amounts to 
fear of the people, and the people have no 
need to fear themselves. They can demonstrate 
their faith 
in 
strong and popular executive 
leadership 
by 
accepting Amendment No. 1.

Riots were 
the order of the day in France and the crowds 
never accom plished anything except to get a 
protest out of their system and keep the police 
busy. It w as tim e wasted insofar as accomplish­ 
ing any constructive purpose was concerned. 
Riots 
never 
accomplish much. Tf they are 
encouraged 
they feed on them selves. More 
riots are certain to follow. 
The administration of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson has encouraged the rioters by heeding 
their p r o te sts and by trying to rush legislation 
through 
C ongress. The President has asked 
for m ore and more demonstrations because 
the world circulates quickly that this is an 
effective 
w'ay 
to get attention 
and results. 
IPs too bad that this is true because legislation 
which is rushed through Congress usually is 
bad legislation . 
There n ever has been such a rash of demon­ 
strations in the United States as those in recent 
times. E very pressure group w'ith a grievance 
—and a ll of them have them—feels compelled 
to hit the str e e ts . 
None of them show' any disposition to indulge 
in the P r e s id e n t’s frequently quoted invitation: 
“Come let us sit down and reason together.” 
Instead 
the President has encouraged indi­ 
viduals to reason and Dressure groups to riot. 


It would be better for the country if every 
person and all organizations were encouraged 
to reason and discouraged from demonstrating 
in the streets. 
Nothing is ever settled in the streets and the 
disorders give this country a bad image both 
at home and abroad. 
Frequently riots are accompanied by death or 
injury or both and by property destruction. When 
this happens ground is lost rather than gained.

group of volunteer “ highway observers.” 
A man named Paul Welch once started writing 
Tetters to drivers who violated traffic laws or 
drove unsafely within Welch’s line of sight. 
When he saw an errant driver, Welch jotted 
down the license number, found out the address 
of the owner from motor vehicle registration 
records and then wrote a polite, pleasant letter 
to the offender. He also wrote notes to good 
drivers. 
Now Welch has organized the Highway Safety 
Observers Council and has enlisted some 300 
“ observers” 
to 
do the sam e thing. He has 
supplied the observers with postcards for noting 
down offenses, a window decal that describes 
the driver as an “ Observer” and a safe driving 
booklet. 
He 
hopes 
someday 
to have 25,000 
members. 
Welch feels that ca reless drivers will be more 
careful if they see an Observer-stickered car 
near them. He also feels that the hundreds or, 
eventually, thousands of Highway Safety Ob­ 
servers will be better drivers because of the 
responsibility. 
In case any of our readers feel like enlisting, 
W elch can be reached at the Virginia Automotive

Association office in Richmond. This 
group is donating office space.
